VOEAMIKTO, July 17.—The only ex> 


" . ,.«i\g» incident of today was the dts- 


jiatchiug of a train bearing sixty United 
States regulars to Dunsiimir on the 
Oregon branch. Tbo strikers there are 
becoming ugly. The strikers at Sacra- 
ment* continue active however. Yes- 
terday several hundred men who had 
obeyed the order to strike returned to 
work in the machine shops. This morn- 
ing most of them remained away. The 
men had been intimidated by the strik- 
ers aiid feared violence. 


A. N. Towne, general manager of the 


Southern Pacific, posted a not'co today 
that the Sacramento shops would be re- 
opened tomorrow and that protection 
would he afforded all the men who de- 
sired to return to work. Towne also 
publicly deuied the published state- 
ments tliat men returning to work 
would bo compelled to sign an agree- 
ment to stand aloof from all lubor 
unione. He declares the compauy sim- 
ply insists that employes should have 
nothing to do with the American Kail- 
way Union. 
In Oakland the railroad ofliciala are 


•meeting with ditiiculty in 
getting 


enough men to run the shops and mau 
thoir trains. The strikers have been 
pretty successful in intimidating men, 
Who otherwise might have stepped into 
the vacant positions. Today, however, 
a few more men letuniud. Muny of 
theae were eacorted to and from tliuir 
work by troops of cavalry. One man, 
supposed to be » striker, and in whose 
poaseBsion oeveral sticks of dynamite 
was found, was arrested near the rail- 
load yardH by soldiers mid Uiken to the 
city prison. 
Tlio strikers today in- 


stituted habeas corpub proceedings to 
recover Edward Joat., one of their lead- 
ers, who is lockod up in a box car on 
the mole and guarded by soldiers. Joat, 
disguised as » sailor, was arrested lust 
jiight by soldiers, who found him crouch- 
ing under a Pullman car in thu railroad 
yards. 
The railroiui company's pay car, 


lHariiig ovor $1(W),000, passed down to 
the Oakland »ole mid through the city 
disbursing \vaK«o for May and .limy. 
Strikers who came to the car were told 
to decide whether they would return to 
work or not. 
If they elected to return 


thoir Muy wages w«re paid them; if 
thtiy refused, every dollar tliat the com- 
pany owed them WHS handed out. The 
pay car will jiruceed by easy stages into 
the Han Jcwqnin valley, along all 
branches; thence to Loa Angeles, Yuma 
and eastward ua fur ua El Pnso. 


SAOIIASIKNTO, July 17.—Tho mediation 


fuaimittpo of strikers today made u 
loniml offer to Governor Markhitm atid 
United States Marshal Baldwin, to fur- 
nish from 2500 to 3,000 members of the 
American Railway Union to serve as 
United StiilOB tmirHlwle for tho purpose 
of protecting non-union train men em- 
ployed by tlio Southern Pacific company 
to operate its trains. The men offer to 
eorvo without pay and make only one 
condition, that they shall not be culled 
upon to assist in any way tlio movement 
or Irakis except to protect property and 
men. 
Tlio otrikcra say this offer is 


made in good faith and in the interests 
of tho farmera and merchants of the 
Pacific Ooaet, no that they may move 
thoir products and merchandise provid- 
ed tho Southern Pacific Company can 
tlml men to man their trains. 


Tho committee also held a short con- 


ference- witli General Superintendent 
Jfillmoro thin evening. The situation 
was thoroughly discussed, but no aaree- 
raont was reached. Fillmare was will- 
ing to reinstate all the men who quit 
work with tho exception of those who 
(ire now under arrest for ditching tho 
eastern overland train last Wednesday. 
When asked if the company was willing 
to run He trains without Pullmans Fill- 
more emphatically answered in the 
negative. The committee then with- 
drew after announcing that the strikers 
were determined to stand by their 
original proposition to sidetrack eieep- 
ers. 


SACRAMCNTO, July 17. >-At the inquest 


tonight on tho body of Charles Stewart, 
the marine fireman shot by soldiers 
during a skirmish on Front street Fri- 
day. Edward Scheucrer, an eyewitness 
to tho shooting, was positive that Stew- 
art was not commanded to halt, lie 
Btartcd to run away when shot. After 
ho fell the soldiers advanced, tiring five 
additional shots at the prostrate man 
Scheueror declared the strikers did not 
lire on tho regulars. He saw no stones 
thrown nor any attack upon the troops. 
Captain Uoberta, commanding the s 1- 
'diers who shut Stewart, stated that lie 
did not order his men to fire.

Other 
acking houses of Freuno employ white 
abor so far as there is anything to be 
one, and this fact causes the refusal of 
ie Earl company to do the same to be 
ommented upon by the people, who 
iel that white people should be given a 
liancc to work. 
Laborers are many and the work ia 
ght this year, and there are skillful 
id will in g'l muds in Fresno to do it all. 
Duiehow the feeling is firmly fixed in 
ie miiids of the laborers and those who 
eek labor, th&t the white men and wo- 
uen should have the work in preference 
o Chinese and Japanese. This is at 
•ast true if the white laborers can and 
ill do the work us well and as cheaply 
s tho Chinese.

The evening paper appears lo think it 


absolutely necessary

record in regard to the strike, includ- 
ing its own attitude and that of other 
papers. TUK RKI'UIIMCAN has never de- 
nounced the administration for not hav- 
ing compelled the railroad companies to 
run the mail cars alone. What this 
paper did say and still believes is 
that the administration exceeded its 
authority iu deciding that mails must 
go on the regular trains as ordinarily run. 
This was practically a decision that 
Pullman coaches are a part ot the mail 
trains—» iiueslion, we think, which 
does not properly concern the govern- 
ment. The only legitimate business of 
the government WAS to see that the 
railroad companies carried the mnils—it 
mattered not whether upon regular 
passenger trains or regular 
freight 


trains, so long as they were carried iu 
n nmuner which would meet the require- 
nicuts of their contract. H was assured- 
ly the further duty of the government 
to see that the milroad companies were 
protected from interference iu can-vine 
the mails or transacting any other busi- 
ness which they could secure workmen 
to carry on. The criticism which ean 
properly be made of the administration 
is that it apparently strained its author- 
ity and put the government in the posi- 
tion of taking sides unnecessarily ill n 
quarrel between rapital and liilwr, a 
posilion which ihe government should 
not, for obvious reasons, occupy. IU 
duty should begin and end with see- 
ing that common carriers arc protected 
in performing their necessary functions, 
without prescribing the 
manner in 


which those luuctione shall be per- 
formed. However, when tho govern- 
ment took iw nUiuil,. that bottled the 
matter so far as TIIK KKITIIUCAS is con- 
cerned. Tlie government is the su- 
preme power and its action ninst be up- 
held ; for the administration ot tho gov- 
ernment, right or wrong, must stand as 
an expression ol the will ol the people 
who created it, nnd are privileged to 
change it when it fails to meet their ap- 
proval.

A handv little portable plant is being 


used on vessels navigating tho Manches- 
ter ship canal at night- Tho apparatus 
is practically a duplicate of that cm-, 
ployed for lichting vessels through tho 
Suez canal. It comprises n small engine 
and dynamo combined, n soarclilight 
projector of the Admiralty pattern, nud 
u. most ncc lump and reflector. 
The 


projector bam-l is 20 inches iu diam- 
eter, rolled out of steel sheet, all the 
mountings being uf gun metal finished 
bright. The mirror is 20 inches iu diam- 
eter, 10 inch focus, with a bayonet 
socket attachment lo the banel, so as to 
facilitate removal for cleaning, etc. Tlio 
electrical connections are carried inside 
tho projector, nud nil instrument simi- 
lar to n camera is provided at one side 
of tho projector for viewing tho arc 
image thrown on ground glass.—Kan- 
Bos Cily Times.

The men generally are in good health 


and spirits, ill diition have' In-on per- 
formed with alacrity and a cheerfulness 
which wonld be ecaicely expected in a 
company ot guards. Must of them have 
become taun >•! nnd hardy looking. The 
now uniforms eliow the strain of hard 
service, and altogether tho men will 
compare with any company ot regulars 
we have yet come in contact with. 


When "tho command waa getting on 


the train at Telnichapi on the 14lh it 
waa generally reimuked by the pasaen- 
gerR that thu "company was one from tbe 
regular army. 
The discipline of the 


company has 
been excellent. 
_ Our 


camps have been in all respects military, 
and at first it seemed somewhat etrango 
to the men to go On guard with twenty 
rounds of ball cartridges, rifles loaded, 
and with orders to shoot when their 
challenges were disregarded. They havo 
U'como accustomed to this and all other 
military customs now, and if you tried 
to run the lines of Company F's camp 
after it had closed you would find that 
you had run against a tough contract.
